MORE TO MARIN THAN MEETS THE EYE 
At the Educational Committee's program 
last Tuesday evening, devotees of Merin 
County had a chance to learn many new, 
end interesting facts sbout thet parti- 
cular part of California. Dr. Paul Wil- 
son, Chairman of the Department of Life 
Sciences at Marin Junior College, lec- 
tured on the natural jhistory of Marin, 
and under his direction even statistics 
became interesting by justifying the 
existence of a particuler terrain, vege- 
tation or species. of wildlife. 

Dr, “ilson is q zoologist-biologist, 
and obviously possesses, besides his ex- 
cellent fund of technical knowledge, a 
deep-seated love of the country in which 
he has lived and worked for so many yearse 

He is particulerly interested in the sea- 
coast and environs, has been instrumental 
in the purchase by the county of such 
beaches as are now public property, end 
is active in the work to ‘secure further 
of these fine ocean frontages for the 
greater enjoyment of Marin by inhabitants 
of the Bay Area . 

After heering the lecture and seeing 
Dr. “filson's Kodachrome slides (supple- 
mented by those lent by Peter Grimes), 
mony in the audience realized that there 
is more to l!arin then meets the Bolinas, 
Mill Valley or Fairfax bus!

highest point to enjoy the view, Those 
interested worked on their ski tests, 
others took pictures, and others just 
skied. Back to the hut for lunch, more 
pictures, sun baths and a little relaxa- 
tion. Then we packed, reluctantly took 
leave of our hosts and started back to 
Badger Passe As the afternoon wore on, 
it became apparent how wise it is to 
have people fomiliar with the terrain in 
all ski parties, particularly when one 
leaves the beaten path. So we returned 
feeling tired, happy, and maybe just a 
bit smugly superior as we watched the 
slope dopes at Badger Pass, 

It was a wonderful trip. We just re- 
gret that we could not take more people 
with us, and that so few people seem to 
use the Ostrander Lake hut.

his corn one day found the ground very hot 
to his feet, and suddenly saw steam rising 
before him, Soon after he got safely back 
to his own house a few miles away, the 
whrle field erupted with great shaking and 
much noise. Ina matter of days it built 
itself up ad leva flowed down, covering an 
area of several square miles, The nearby 
village of Paricutin was evacuated,and the 
lava caved in most of thelouses, 

We drove as far as the town and saw the 
church literally half buried in lava, The 
lava rocks are very sharp under foot dnd 
must in some spots be about 20 to 30 feet 
high, Lava dust covered the ground for 
miles around, From the town we took ponies 
at nightfall and rode for an hour through 
the lava rocks up to the top of a steep 
hill from which we could view the volcano 
about three miles away, It would flare up 
at intervals with a mighty roar, sounding 
like the pounding of a giant surf, Then 
there would be a brilliant and spectacular 
fireworks display and what looked like 
Roman candles would shoot high in the air 
~-in reality they were enormous boulders 
being tossed into the sky. We could only 
see the edge of the lava flow but it was 
fascinating--we could focus our eyes on 
what looked like a large electric light 
bulb and follow it slowly down the side of 
the hill, It was a wonderful sight to see 
at night! And every few minutes we would 
hear the crackling thunder of the explosim,. 
It was one of the most exciting phenomena 
Well worth the trip.

"The Sierra Club Bulletin starts off 
with the climbing of the Lost Arrow, a 
remarkable pinnacle in the Yosemite 
Valley, The first attempt advanced 350 
feet in twelve hours at an expense of 
forty pitons. Four further determined 
efforts pushed the limit somewhat high- 
er. Then Mr. Salathe, climbing alone, 
got within 100 feet of the top, obvious- 
ly a very considerable tour de force. 

"Placing pitons he had manufactured 
especially for the smallest cracks, 
Salathe ran his climbing rope through 
carabiners hooked in several pitons.e.. 
patiently he tried to pound pitons into 
the almost inadequate crack..eholdless 
granite above necessitated drilling 
holes for two expansion bolts...testing 
each piton and using several together 
when one alone was not strong enough to 
hold his weight, he passed another over~ 
hang on rotten granite. 

"Next week he tried again with a com~ 
panion and got within 30 feet of the 
top. Then four others joined the con- 
test. To solve the pitch, they suc« 
ceeded in throwing a weighted line over 
the summit from the neighbouring cliff. 
Next day two stayed by the rope at the 
cliff top and two went down to climb, 
‘Direct mechanical aid is 90 por cent of 
the task...ewe would like it if the 
previous climbers had not largely ruined 
the barely usable crac!: when they hammered 
out their pitons...eight hours to cover 
the 50 feet to the first ledge.! Leav-~ 
ing ropes, etc. they descended, and the 
other two went down the valley to fetch 
more ropese 

"Next day the pitch was done by throw- 
ing a rope over a horn of rock and’ 
climbing it on Prusik knots. Then, 
reaching the original line thrown over 
the top, they used it to bring down more 


substantial cordage. Tremendous ropework 
followed, beset always with anxiety lest 
the whole contrivance slip sideways from
